the “ invader,” are inctined to believe that 
Huerta will not back down.

„Admiral Fletcher reported to the 
department at 3:00 p. m., Tuesday, 
that Admiral Mayo reported from 
Tampico that no intimation. was re- 
ceived by him of the existence of mar- 
tial law or of objection to boat taking 
supplies. Stewards, orderiies, etc. were 
going ashore when necessary.

Both the specific terms of the treaty and the 
dictates of the economic considerations demand 
repeal. The advantages offered by the canal are 
of such moment and effect such a saving that 
coastwise commerce can well afford to pay tolls. 
There is no reason why an enterprise built at the 
expense of all the people and offering such ad- 
vantages should be used by a small part of the 
people without cost. The purpose of the govern- 
ment in such a case should not be to furnish facil- 
ities without cost but to furnish them at cost. 
Exemption from paying tolis in effect grants a 
subsidy to coastwise shipping and in so doing 
favors unduly the industries of the Atlantic sea- 
board for Pacific coast business.

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TOLLS EXEMPTION 
VIOLATES TREATY

fixed in the conferences of the interested 
lines. 

4. Only effective government regulation 
of coastwise rates can prevent these con- 
ferences from keeping them unneces- 
sarily high. 

5. The coastwise traffic is so profitable 
and will become so much more profitable 
after the canal is opened, it will take care 
of itself as far as the construction of new 
ships is concerned. 

6. Exemption from the payment of tolls 
by the coastwise vessels will not tend to 
increase the merchant marine, for the 
reason that the coastwise shipping now 
has a monopoly and has not increased it. 


Offset in Operating Cost. 

Prof. Johnson said that the canal would 
lower the cost of shipping from one sea- 
board to the other at least $38.50 a ton. A net 
ton in a ship, 100 cubic feet, will average 
almost two tons of cargo; thus on tolle of 
$1.20, if they are paid, each ton would be 
charged only 60 cents, or 2 cents a hundred 
pounds. ‘This charge of 2 cents a hundred 
would be offset by the saving of 6 cents a 
hundred on the present cost of operation. 

But in connection with this saving he 
predicted that if the interstate commerce 
commission is not granted powers with re- 
gard to coastwise shipping similar to their 
powers over the railroads, the shipping pub- 
lic will get little benefit from the reduction 
and the profit will go to the ooastwise ship- 
ping combine.”

ATTORNEYS FAIL TO AGREE; 
JUDGES DRAFT HENRICI DECREE 
Counsel for Waitresses and Restaurant

Since that 
time the ‘hearing has come up before Judge 
McGoorty three times. Each time the at- 
torneys reported they could not agree. 

When the difference was reforted to Judge 
McGoorty yesterday he suggested the word- 
ing of the decree be taken away from the at- 
torneys and given to the three judges who 
heard the case. This was agreed upon by 
the attorneys and the final order will be sub- 
mitted by Judges McGoorty, Windes, and 
Baldwin on Monday. 


FLEE ROME; FEAR RAIL STRIKE. 
Five Hundred Americans, as Well as 
Many Others, Leave—Thought 
Trouble May Be Averted. 


ROME, April 14.—All railroad trains on 
lines out of Rome were crowded today owing 
to fears that traffic might be suspended to- 
mororw by the threatened strike of 115,000 
employés. Among those who departed for the 
north were 500 American visitors. The au- 
thorities still entertain hopes that the strike 
will be averted at the last moment.

TO FAVOR LABOR 


Revised Measure Offered in 
House Tones Down Most 
Drastic Provisions. 


HAS WILSON’S APPROVAL. 


Unions Not Exempted from 
Prosecution, but Powers of 
Courts Are Curbed. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 14.—[Special.—A 
revised administration trust bill, partly com- 
plying with the demand of organized labor 
that it be exempted from prosecution under 
the Sherman law, was introduced in the 
house today by Representative Clayton, 
chairman of the judiciary committee. 

Representative P. Covington of Maryland 
presented a report on behalf of the interstate 


commerce commission urging the passage of 


a bill creating a trade commission, which 
shall preserve competitive conditions, but not 
regulate monopoly or control prices. 

The new Clayton trust measure has been 
approved by President Wilson, and prepara- 
tions will de made at once to pass it in the 
house. Consideration of the new bill will be 
begun by the judiciary committee on Thurs- 
day. The leaders say that a report will be 
made to the house within the next ten days. 


Labor Provisions Main Feature. 

The outstanding feature of the anti-trust 
program is found in the provisions dealing 
with labor. In the Clayton bill President 
Wilson gives fornsal notice that he is opposed 
to exempting organized labor and voluntary 
associations of farmers from prosecution 
under the anti-trust laws. 

Section 6 of the Clayton bill gives a legal 
status to union labor as at present organ- 
ized, but does not exempt it from prosecution 
for acts that are declared by the anti-trust 
laws to be Illegal. As a further concession 
to labor Chairman Clayton embodied in the 
bill provisions limiting the power of the fed- 
eral courts in issuing injunctions and pro- 
viding jury trials in cases of indirect con- 
tempt. 

The Clayton bill provides that labor unions 
as well as other “ mutual” organizations 
not having capital stock or conducted for 
profit” shall not be restrained “from carry- 
ing out the legitimate objects of such asso- 
clatlons.“ This does not estop prosecutions 
of labor unions if they commit acts that are 
held by the bill to be illegal. 


„Personal Guilt’? Standard Held. 

Throughout the bill offered today the prin- 
ciple of personal guilt” is applied to all 
offenses that are held to be unlawful. Inthe 
revised program Chairman Clayton has soft- 
ened the provisions prohibiting interlocking 
directorates and holding companies. 

The tentative holding company bill was 
criticised on the ground that it placed ob- 
stacles in the way of extensions that busi- 
ness men said in no wise menaced the pub- 
lic welfare. The substitute provisions pro- 
posed in this regard are aimed only at what 
are known as bad holding companies. 

Section 7 prohibits a corporation from ac- 
quiring control over a competitor where 
such acquisition might tend to the creation 
of a monopoly in any line of business. The 
prohibition does not apply to corporations 
purchasing stock solely for investment pur- 
poses. 

Violation of the holding company prohibi- 
tion is made punishable by a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $5,000, or imprisonment for one year, 
or both. 


Bars Interlocking Directorates. 

Important changes were made in the pro- 
visions relating to interlocking directorates. 
The tentative bill dealing with this subject 
prohibited interlocking directorates among 
banks regardless of capitalization. The 
Clayton bill excepts all banks wrth resources 
of less than $2,500,000 from the application 
of the proposed law. 

There is another new section affectinz 
private bankers and trust companies in ali 
cities with a population in excess of 100,000. 
This reads as follows: 

No bank, banking asgsociationfi, or trust 
company organized and doing business in 
any city or town of more than 100,000 inhabi- 
tants shall have as a director or other officer 
or employé any privat banker or any dir 
tor or other officer cr employé of any other 
bank, banking assoclatlon, or trust company 
located in the same plage.“ 

Violation of the prohibition against inter- 
locking directorates is made punishable by 
a fine of $100 a day for each day of continu- 
ance or by imprisonment for such period as 
the court may designate.

Court of Appeals Gives Storke 
Collateral to Bank. 


ECHO OF ‘FINANCE WIZARD.’ 


Judge Says It's Unnecessary. to Go 
Inte Youth’s “Swindles.” 


The National City bank won on every point 
in an opinion by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals yesterday in a case artsing 
out of the meteoric financial career of Butler 
R. Storke of Oak Park, the “ boy wizard of 
finance. 

The case involved the transter to the bank 
by Mrs. Laura G. Rogers of Milwaukee, 
young Storke’s grandmother, of $30,000 worth 
of security. Mrs. Rogers sued on the ground 
that it had been obtained from her by a threat 
to send young Storke to prison. 

Judge Carpenter upheld her contention, but 
held that $10,000 should go to E. W. Wagner 
& Co., brokers. Both the bank and Mrs. 
Rogers appealed. 

By the opinion of the Court of Appeals all 
the property reverts to the bank. . 

The opinion, which was read by Judge 
Mack, says: 

“ These cases grow out of the remarkable 
career in high financing of a youth just ap- 
proaching manhood, one Butler Storke. Itis 
unnecessary to detail his swindling opera- 
tions. Suffice it to say that he managed, by 
a series of more or less plausible misrepre- 
sentations and deceptions, to become in- 
debted to the appellant bank in a large sum 
of money and also to secure possession, un- 
der a trust receipt, of a stock certificate in- 
dorsed in blank, theretofore pledged by him 
with appellees, Emil Wagner and Paul Tiet- 
gens, stock brokers, doing business as E. 
Wagner & Co. 

This certificate was delivered by him on 
the same day, March 1, 1913, to the bank as 
collateral security for his then indebtedness 
and for future advances. The bank, on March 
8 and 4, 1913, obtained conveyances of real 
estate and personal property from appellee, 
Laura G. Rogers, Storke’s indulgent and con- 
fiding grandmother, as security for the joint 
note.“ 


OBITUARY. 


SIR WILLIAM WHYTE, for years vice 
president and director of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway company, is dead at San 
Diego, Cal.» from a complication of dis- 
eases. He was 70 years old. Sir William 
was second vice president of the Canadian 
Pacific up to a little more than two years 
ago, when he was made a director of the 
company upon his retirement from actual 
service. He was in full charge of the west- 
ern section of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. He had been prominently identified 
with every public movement in the city of 
Winnipeg, where he resided. He was an 
ex-president of the Canadian club and was 
interested in shooting and golf. 


FREDRICK GLUOOR, formerity a tailor 
and a resident of Chicago for nearly sixty 
years, died at his home, 4148 North Tripp 
avenue, ysterday. He was born in Switze-- 
land in 1829 and carne to Chicago fifteen 
years later. He retired after nearly forty 
years of active work, ten years ago. Heis 
the father of Frederick Gloor, president of 
Gloor’s Express company; Mary Westphal 
Gloor, and Catherine Winderle Gloor.

IN SURGERY TOLD 


Drs. A. D. Bevan and J. B. 
Murphy of Chicago-Address 
Congress of Surgeons. 
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INTERNAL ULCERS TOPIC. 


Found to Be ‘Infectious; Evolu- 
‘tionary Character of Bac- 
teria Is Shown. 


New York, April 14—Two important an- 
nouncements were made to the members of 
the International Surgical associaton at to- 
day’s session of the fourth congress during 
a. discussion of ulcers of the stomach and 
duodenum. The first tended to show that 
these ulcers, which are comparatively com- 
mon in persons of middle age, belong to the 
category of infectious diseases, while the 
second indicates the evolutionary character 
of bacteria! life. 

Dr. Arthur D. Bevan, professor of surgery 
at the University of Chicago, made the an- 
nouncement relative to the origin of gastric 
and duodenal ulcers. He said that his col- 
league, Dr Edward C. Rosenau, who occu- 
pies the chair of pathology at the Chicago 
university. and has a wide reputation as a 
research worker, had demonstrated that 
these could be caused by the injection of 
bacteria taken from other ulcers. 


Dr. Murphy Explains Processes. 

Dr. John B. Murphy, who followed Dr. 
Bevan, spoke of the indications that evolu- 
tionary processes were going on in bacterial 
life under the comparatively slight stimulus 
afforded by a change in environment. 

“Dr. Bevan,” said Dr. Murphy, “ took’ a 
single strain of strepgococcus, cultivated it 
in different media, and produced different 
lesions by injecting the resulting strains. 
For instance, the streptococci when culti- 
vated in a certain medium changed to diplo- 
cocci and when these were injected into an 
animal they produced pneumonia and the 
original strain of streptococci was then cul- 
tivated in another medium. 

The resulting products were injected into 
other animals and produced ulcers on the 
stomach and duodenum..” 


Other Papers on the Subject. 
Several papers were read on ulcers of the 
digestive tract, and the only session of the 
day was devoted to reading and discussing 
them. 
American physicians performed many op- 
erations today at the hospitals of New York 
in the presence of the foreign delegates.

A schedule has 
been in operation since the lectures were 
begun, in April, 1913, whereby every eighth 
grade in the city (except those in the ex- 
treme southern portion) have had or will 
have an opportunity to send delegates to 
these Saturday afternoon lectures. These 
delegates report their visits to their clase- 
mates as à part of the following Monday’s 
history recitation. 


> 
HE Historical society has not had suf- 


ficient funds to undertake this work 
itself, but the lectures have been maintained 
by a epecial contribution from one of the 
society’s members, whe bas withheld his 
name from the public. Thus far approxi- 
mately 4,000 children have listened to Mrs, 
Mann and have retold the story of Chicago's 
wonderful growth to some 18,000 class 
ma tea. Mrs. Mann's four lectures cover the 
following periods: Exploration (Father 
Marquette to the building of Fort Dear- 
born), 1887-1871; period of rebuilding, 1871- 
1914. 

Béginning with the first of the series, each 
lecture is repeated on four successive Sat- 
urdays before four different groups of dele- 
gates. The second, third, and fourth lec 
tures are delivered in a similarmanner un- 


: til each delegate has, within the space of 


four months, reviewed the entire history 
of Ohicago. Bach school is allowed thirty 
delegates, but since attendance is entirely 
voluntary, only a fraction of the possible 
total has taken advantage of the privilege. 

The banner class for attendance is from 
the McCormick school, Twenty-seventh 
street and Sawyer avenue, its average num- 
ber of delegates present being twenty- 
seven. 


— 
N reason why the Historical society 
undertook this method of teaching 
Chicago's story was that a satisfactory 
child’s history of the city bas never been 
written. To make children pore over the 
ordinary huge tomes which tell of the 
growth of the metropolis is to make them 
bate a study which they should enjoy. 

Miss MclIivaine finds that girls are much 
less interested in historical matters than 
boys, and special effort is necessary to 
gain their attention. The society’s weath- 
er-beaten, hide-bound wedding trunk, 
which once belonged to Mrs. Rebekah Heald 
and was stolen by the Indians at the same 
time its owner was taken captive, never 
fails to arouse the sympathy of the girls. 

So marked has been the success of the 
lectures that the friend who has been giv- 
ing to their support will provide funds for 
another year at least. It is hoped that a 
way may be found whereby these lectures 
may become an established feature of the 
Historical society’s service and that not only 
for the eighth grade but for all schoo! chil- 
dren some adequate method of teaching 
local history may be provided.

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| COMPLETES REPORT URGING 


CENSURING OF M’DERMOTT. 


House Judiciary Will Present Recom- 
mendations This Week—Minority 
Will Ask Chicagoan’s Expulsion. 


Washington, D. C., Apri) 14.—{Special.}— 
The house judiciary committee today com- 
pleted the drafting of its report recommend- 
ing the censure of Representative MeDer- 
mott of Chicago for his participation in the 
lobby scandal. 

The committee intends to present the re- 
port to the house next Thursday or Friday 
and to ask its adoption next week. Repre- 
sentative Nelson of Wisconsin will present 
a minority report recommending the expul- 
sion of McDermott. 

There will be determined efforts made by 
Progressive members of all parties to put 
through the house a resolution censuring 
or otherwise punishing the officers of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers for 
acts committed in contempt of the legislative 
body. The judiciary committee has decided 
that the house cannot censure any citizen 
for acts committed during a previous con- 
greas, Many members contend, however, 
that the house has ample power to punish 
citizens for affronts to its dignity and that 
the decision of the judiciary eommittee pro- 
claims the “invisible government ” greater 
than constituted government. 

While avoiding the recommendation of a 
formal vote of censure the committee has 
embodied in its report a scathing denuncia- 
tion of the Manufacturers’ association for ita 
lobbying activities.

Wilkerson Will Ask Judge to 
Reimpose Year Sentence. 


BOTH SIDES CLAIM VICTORY. 


Mann Act Case Sent Back by Higher 
Court. 


Both the government and counsel for Jack 
Johnson, negro pugilist, yesterday claimed 
a victory in the opinion handed down by 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
in the case involving the negro’s convic- 
tion under the Mann act. 

Judge Carpenter's sentente of Johnson to 
one year and one day in the penitentiary 
and a fine of $1,000 was reversed for re- 
sentence. The opinion of the Court of Ap- 
peals, which was read by Presiding Jus- 
tice Baker, was that the two sets of counts 
on which the negro was convicted and sen- 
tenced must be separated. These two groups 
of counts are the “sale of womanhood” 
and the “immoral purpose charges in the 
indictments. 


New Trial on One Phase. 

On the “sale of womanhood” or com- 
mercial feature of the case the appeals court 
held the evidence insufficient and ordered 
the negro to be given a new trial “if the 
government had additional evidence” to 
support a further trial. 

It is doubtful that the government will 
press that angle of the case District At- 
torney Wilkerson said the court’s opin- 
fon sustaining the conviction on the im- 
moral purpose” counts is a victory for the 
government. Within thirty days, he said, 
the case will be called before Judge Carpen- 
ter for a new sentence. Mr. Wilkerson will 
Gemand that the old sentence be repeated. 


Johnson May Return. 

Attorney Benjamin Bachrach said he will 
cable Johnson, urging him to return to Chi- 
cago. The lawyer expressed the opinion that 
the court's intention was to indicate a lighter 
sentence should be imposed. Mr. Bachrach 
thought Johnson may escape with a fine. 

This is not the government's view. It was 
pointed out the Court of Appeals has power 
to reduce a sentence imposed in the lower 
court, but not to increase a sentence The 
maximum prison penalty is five years and this 
could have been imposed. originally on any 
Separate count. Asa result the trial court’s 
power to impose the penalty remains the 
same as before the appeal was taken. 

In the even the negro fails to return for 
sentence the government will demand his 
bond of $15,000 under the appeal forfeited. 
There are also five additional indictments 
pending against him. On these Johnson is 
out on @ personal bond of $30,000. The gov- 
ermment probably also will demand the for- 
feiture of this bond t he fails to come back. 


Act Used for Blackmail. 

The opinion denies the contention of coun- 
sel for Johnson that the Mann act is ap- 
plicable only to cases involving the actual 
“gale of womanhood.’ On this subect the 
court refers to the possible use of the Mann 
act as an instrument of blackma!! as printed 
in Toe TRIBUNE two weeks ago. 

“By noting current history, the opinion 
reads, we may be aware that the act has 
been used as an instrument of blackmall or 
other oppressions; but that has nothing to do 
with a judicial ascertainment of the mean- 
ing and constitutionality of the act when it 
was adopted. Reference is miade to public 
debates as indicative of the author's intent. 
But the writer of a bill may explain his pur- 
pose to his fellow members and they may 
vote for it solely because in thelr Judgment 
it has a wider or narrower scope than he 
states. 

Lawful power in congress to pass an act 
of this scope is challenged. There was a 
time when it would have been interesting te 
examine the contention that the word com- 
merce’ in the commerce clause of the con- 
stitution means only ‘traffic in or an ex- 
change of commod! But when the ultl- 
mate tribunal long ag definitely decided the 
term also includes ‘navigation and inter- 
course,’ that transportation of persons in 
and of itself is ‘ commerce,’ and that com- 
merce’ may not only be ‘regulated’ but 
actually prohibited in the Interest of the gen- 
eral welfare, no room was left for profitable 
discussion.” 

Upholds Commerce Feature. 

Here the opinion refers to a whole range of 
laws, such as the regulation of common car- 
riers, safety appliances, employers’ liability, 
and the pure food act. It continues: 

„Nothing remains but to say that the 
present act obviously is concerned with the 
interstate transportation of persons. How 
far and with what governmental purposes 
the undoubted power shall be exercised must 
be determined by the legislative, not the 
fudicial, department of the government.”

It has done what it could to prevent the 
bloodshed of war. The president, Mr. Wil- 
son, has been scrupulous and more than 
just. He has subjected himself to criticism 
and abuse. He has striven to de what he 
believed to be right and what he hoped the 
nation would believe to be right. He has 
been indulgent, patient—probably too in- 
dulgent and possibly too patient, 

Now his patience is at an end. The na- 


transgressed beyond endurance. Tolerance 
now becomes a vice, patience a sin. 
No one in the United States wants war, 


further indignity. If necessary we will 
pay the price, but if we do we must take 
the profit. 

Mexico, offending beyond endurance 
against civilization, shall not continue as a 
nation to persevere in its misdeings. It 
must give evidence of better intent. 

The president does and should demand 
from the Huerta government reparation for 
the Tampico incident—apology and repara- 
tion to the extent of abasement for the 
treatment given American sailors, if ne 
fault be found attached to the Americans. 

In the insistence upon this there is no 
bullying. The demand for a salute to the 
American flag is not a piece of sentimental- 
iam. It is not the imposition of an insolent 
will upon a weaker nation. This nation’s 
concern for its du cannot be satisfied 
otherwise. 

A people of strong passions and great 
ignorance, well satisfied of their own mili- 
tancy and contemptuous of power which 
they do not understand, can be influenced 
by such an act as an insult given and not 


Tesented, and be moved by it to other acts 


of serious aggression. They would inter- 
pret the submiasion of the United States 
in only one way. It would be ascribed to 
fear. Half our difficulties in Mexico arise 
from the fact that already we are held 
negligible. Let this country be regarded as 
helpless and there'll be no peace. 

Citizens may wonder why an act which 
inflicted no personal injury or property loss 
upon citizens of the United States should 
be regarded as more insistent for reparation 
than the murder of an American. A mur- 
der may be an act of violence committed by 
irresponsibles, one such as may occur in 
Chicago or in any American city. What 
eccurred in Tampico was at the instigation 
of recognized authority. It was directed 
not against an individual but against the 
dignity of the American nation, contemptu- 
easly and insolently so, for the purpose of 
holding up the representatives of the nation 
te the derision of Mexicans. 

Vor- that reason the abasement of the 
Mexican authorities responsible is neces- 
gary.

CHICKEN POX. 

HICKEN POX is essentially a dis- 
ease of child life, although no age 
is exempt. It affects babes at the 
breast and ig rarely met with after 
the tenth year. Growu-ups are 
seldom attacked, even when they have 

escaped the disease in childhood. 

Chicken pox is the mildest and least ha- 
portant of the eruptive fevers, usually with 
no complications, although the kidneys are 
sometimes affected and sometimes erysip- 
elas appears. 

The disease may occur in one family only, 
but is usually epidemic, spreading rapidly 
through families, schools, and institutions. 
The fact that it spreads so rapidly shows 
the contagion is readily diffused through 
the air to all parts of the room and that per- 
sonal contact of the well with the sick 
usually means transmission of the con- 
tagion. 

That the contagion is short lived ie shown 
by the fact that the disease is not readily 
transmitted from home to home and from 
school to school, 

The period of incubation is generally 
fourteen to sixteen days. 


— 
Chicken pox begins with a marked rise 
in temperature, headache, nausea and, in 
some instances, chilly sensations. The tem- 
perature may rise to 103, or in severe cases 
even to 105. There is generally loss of ap- 
petite. : 
The rash which is the characteristic symp- 
tom of the disease appears about the same 
time that the fever does. In some cases 
it may even precede the appearance of the 
fever. It usually appears on the head, 
face, and trunk. The rash looks like small 
water blisters with red areas about them. 
It is important that the child should not 
scratch, as scars may result, Washes to 
allay the itching should be used. The child's

Carriers are not of much more impor- 
tance than such conveyers as spoons and 
towels. Sunlight, air, and drying will help 
much to destroy the infection; hence the 
importance of keeping the room in which 
the patient is being nursed in hygienic con- 
dition. 

The medical treatment consists in con- 
trolling the symptoms with such simple 
remedies as are necessaty to keep down 
the fever and prevent constipation. Chil- 
dren should be kept in the house until the 
rash begins to dry and form scabs. They 
should not be allowed to go to school or be 
with other children until the skin is per- 
fectly clear.

tion. 

This le a mistake. No one in Germany 
holds stronger views on the subject of the 
protection of bird life than the kaiser. 

Not only has the influential popular move- 
ment in his dominions for that purpose been 
originated and promoted by him in every 
possible fashion, but he is availing himself 
of his sovereign powers to secure the co- 
operation of the civil and military authorities 
in the matter. 

Thus, by bie orders, directions have been 
issued from the war department at Berlin 
to commanding officers of the army requiring 
them to see that protection and hospitality 
are extended to wild birds settling and nest- 
ing in the immediate neighborhood of bar- 
racks, forts, and other military buildings. 

The commanders are instructed to see 
that hanging nesting boxes are provided for 
the birds in the neighborhood wherever 
possible, and that bushes and trees be piant- 
ed tn the neighborhood of military buildings 
in order to attract them. 

_ 

The Prussian state railroad administration, 
also at the personal instance of the em- 
peror, has been for the last few years making 
@ practice of planting the railroad ¢mbank- 
ments with sturdy bushes, selected from 
among the least infammabie varieties, for 
harboring birds’ nests, while nesta bullt in 
railroad station buildings have long been 
considered as under the kaiser’s special pro- 
tection. 

The ministers of public works, of worship, 
of education, and of agriculture have been 
prompted by the emperor to follow the ex- 
ample of the departments of war and of rafi- 
roads in the matter and have issued cir- 
culars ordering all means to be taken for the 
protection of birds nesting in or near 
churches, schools, and public buildings; 
while the teachers of the primary schoois are 
urged to impress upon their pupils the neces- 
sity of preserving instead of harassing and 
destroying bird life. 

The swallow is specially mentioned in these 
circulars, owing to ite becoming rarer and 
rarer in northern Germany, so much so 
that its extinction is feared.

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Federal Court.in New Hampshire 
Grants Petition for Writ. 


WILL REMAIN IN CUSTODY. 


Question of Release on Bail Left for 
Supreme Court to Decide. 


Coneord, N. H., April 14.—Harry Kendall 
Tuaw'a petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
was granted by Judge Edgar Aldrich of the 
United States District court today. 

Judge Aldrich's conclusion was that con- 
stitutionel tight of extradition does not apply 
in Thaw's Case, inasmuch as New York state 
seeks custody of Thaw on the ground of in- 
sanity rather than asking extfadition be- 
cause of personal criminal responsibility. 

The court said, however, that no order 
would be issued for the prisoner's discharge 
from custody until arrangements had been 
completed to take the case to the United | 
States Supreme court on appeal. 

Thaw's petition for admission to bail was 
left undetermined, the court taking the 
ground that it would be more appropriate for 
this to be passed upon by the Supreme court. 

The result of the decision is that Thaw’s 
guardianship and condition will de un- 
changed for the present; but that his petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus will go to the 
highest court in the land, with a decision of 
the lower court in his favor. 


Case Taken to Federal Courts. 

When the slayer of Stanford White entered 
this state last September after his deporta- 
tion from Caneda, he was arrested by the 
state authorities. To prevent his extradi- 
tion to New York, his attorfieys petitioned 
for a writ of habeas corpus, this proceeding 
automatically placing the case in federal 
jurisdiction and acting as a stay to the 
extradition, which was granted by Gov. 
Felker. 

Later the fugitive applied for admission 
to dall on the ground that coOmspiracy to 
escape from the insane asylum at Matte- 
awan, the alleged offenee on which extra- 
dition proceedings were based; Was bailable. 
Counsel for New York state opposed the 
motion for ball, alleging that Thaw's men- 
tal condition was such as to make his free- 
dom a menace to the public. 


Regards Thaw Not a Menace. 

Reéciting the facts as to Thaw’s petition 
for ball and the appointment and report of 
the commission upon his mental condition, 
the court says that the report of the com- 
mission, supplemented by his own observa- 
tien at the several heatings, é¢atisfied him 
that any supposed danger to the community 
through Thaw’s liberty was so femote as 
not to warrant hie being deprived of bail 
upon that ground. 


Case Likely to Drag. 

Washington, D. C., April 14—Only by ex- 
traordinary steps can the Thaw case be con- 
sidered by the Supreme court before next 
October, as the court plans to suspend hear- 
ing all cases on Friday, April 24, and hear no 
more argument until October unless some 
extraordinary occasion should demand it.

Examination of witnesses in the trial of 
Edward and Charles Barrett and Arthur

ment of a Charles Barrett on a statutory 
charge in 1905 the defense objected. Judge 
McKinley sustained the objection on the 
basis that it was direct evidence and could 
not be introduced in rebuttal. 

Mr. O’Brien then made a motion to reopen 
the case. There was a squabdbie between 
the attorneys for an hour, during which the 
jury was excused. Judge McKinley then 
announced he would pass on the motion to ro- 
open the case when court opened thie morn- 


ing. 
Barrett Tells of Attack. 

Charles Barrett finished his testimony i» 
the morning and his brother Edward was put 
on the stand. Edward told of an attack by 
the mob on the car in which the three de- 
fendants were riding. He said Conductor 
Witt and the motorman tried to put him off 
the car when the mob attacked them, 

Barrett said the first shot was fired by 
gome one in the attacking mob. He said 
he did not pull his revolver until several 
shots had beep @red at him by the crowd. 
He also said some one struck him in the 
back of the head when the lights in the car 
went out. 

“When the mob surrounded the car and 
began yelling for us to get off Conductor 
Witt was standing beside me,“ said Ed- 
ward Barrett. Then the lights in the car 
went out and Conductor Witt told me to 
‘get off and get the trimming that was 
coming to me for being a fink. 

“Then a man in the mob began shooting 
at us. After the third shot some one hit 
me in the back of the head. I think it was 
Conductor Witt. My gun was still in my 
pocket When I was struck in the head and 
knocked through the window. 


Tells of Previous Trouble. 

Attorney O’Brien did not shake Barrett's 
testimony by cross ¢xamination. Barrett 
said he knew Conductor Witt and that Witt 
had threatened him several times When the 
conductor’s car passed a newspaper wagon 
which he was driving.

JULIA FLAKE MAY GO FREE. 


State’s Attorney Hints Course Likely 
to Be Taken. 


Aledo, III., April 14—Robert Higgins was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in the state 
penitentiary by Judge Olmstead in the Mercer 
county Circuit court today. Julia Flake 
Higgins stepdaughter, for love of whom Hig~ 
gins killed his wife, has not been tried for her 
part in the crime. 


Judge Explains His Leniency. 

Higgins’ crime merited death, Judge Olm- 
stead said in pronouncing sentence, but his 
life was spared to him beoause of his good 
behavior as a prisoner and because of the 
plea of the state's attorney. 

“You may make partial expiation of the 
dreadful sin you have committed by being a 
model prisoner in the penitentiary,” Judge 
Olmstead said. “It may be that you can 
cling to the hope that in later years you may 
deserve and receive a pardon and have years 
of freedom in which to redeem your past.” 


Girl Not Brought to Trial.

State Senator 8. D. Canady of the same 
county will be a congresstonal aspirant.

It forms one of the principal foods of many 
insular people, their artificial light, and their 
cooking fat.” 

Six-tenths of an ounce of cocoanut will yield 
860 calories of energy. An egg, which weighs 
about two ounces, yields 100 calories. Of the 

calories 4 little over 13 are protein, about 
270 are fat, and 66 are carbohydrate, 

It is rather interesting that this meat, which 
we count as 4 dessert, that is, ag 4 fodd most- 
ly sweet, is one of the fats really, a concen- 
trated form of food whose great service is to 
yielé heat and energy. What it does for Cey- 
lon economically it may in some measure do 
for us.

Congress Will Stop Aid to Agri- 
cultural Department. 


ACTION TAKEN BY SENATE. 


Yearly Fund of $250,000 for Rural 
Work Likely Outcome. 


[BY A STAFF OCOORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., April 14—[Special. ]— 
Congress will take action at this session to 
dissociate the general educational board 
of the Rockefeller foundation from the work 
of the department of agriculture. 


As @ result congress probably will appro- | 


priate $250,000 a year for carrying on cer- 
tain investigations and educationa! work in 
the southern states that are now being 19ne 
at the expense of the Rockefeller foundation. 

This relates to the study of the ravages of 
the cotton boll weevil, the question of mar- 
keting agricultural products, farm credits, 
forms of codperation among the farmers 
of the United States, giris’ and boys’ clubs 
formed to improve the methods of growing 


, Poultry and various crops, and the stimula- 


tion of imterest in home economics. 


Spent $75,000 on Girls’ Clubs. 
About $75,000 was expended last year by 
the Rockefeller foundation to promote giris’ 
clubs to study and improve the methods for 
canning farm products and for raising poul- 
try. 

Senator Kenyon of Iowa made the discov- 
ery some time ago that an important part of 
the educational work of the agricultural de- 
partment was being promoted by money sup- 
plied by the Rockefeller foundation. He in- 
troduced a resolution, which the senate 


passed, calling on the secretary of agricuiture 


for a full statement of this work, the names 
of persons employed in it under the direction 
of the department of agriculture, and the 
salaries paid to them. The report was laid be- 
fore the senate today and ordered printed. 

The secretary of agriculture informed the 
senate that the work was being directed by 
a former Harvard professor, Dr. Thomas 
Nixon Carver, who draws a salary of $625 a 
month; that there are twelve other officers 
who draw salaries ranging from $1245 a month 
upward, and that the total salary expenditure 
for this work under the department of agri- 
culture that ts paid for by the Rockefeller 
fund is $37,166 annually. Twelve college pro- 
fessors have been paid their expenses while 
assisting in the work. 


Work Authorized Year Ago. 
e work was authorized by an act of con- 
ess passed a little over a year ago, direct- 
n investigation inte methods of market- 
ing in use on the farms of the United States. 
The questions of coJperation and farm ere - 
its were incidental. 
Congress did not make sufficient appropria- 


tion to meet the expenses of this work and 


the genera] education board took it over 
under the direction of the Rockefeller foun- 
dation, which agreed to finance it. 

Benator Gore, chairman of the committee 
on agriculture, said today he had conferred 
with Assistant Secretary Galloway of the 
department of agriculture and that congress 
would make the necessary appropriation 
from the treasury to meet the expenses OF this 
kind ot work. and that se more Money would 
be accepted from the Rockefeller foundetion 
for this purpose.

Liquidation of Long Li 
press Coarse Grains Ear 
Hog Products Steady. 


Lowest prices for wheat were made right 
after the opening yesterday. Later the May 
developed much strength, and showed con- 
eiderable congestion. Final prices for the 
day were ite higher, the near month lead- 
ing. Offerings were free at the start, and 
until the last hour the new crop months 
were heavy, owing to the splendid crop 
conditions reported from the southwest. In 
the final hour shorts became nervous, owing 
to the pronounced strength in the May, and 
covered on a liberal scale, making the closing 
bulge. 

Armour was credited with buying May, and 
there was a little buying by J. Rosenbaum 
as well as by shorts. The small receipts 
here and at western markets was an excuse 
for the purchase of May, but there was 
little improvement reported in the cash 
trade. Offerings were light, and most of the 
new trade is going into the July or Septem- 
ber. 


Liverpool Market Lower. 

Liverpool was \%@+ed off, and the market 
there was depressed by the heavier Russian 
offerings and the recent weakness in Ameri- 
can markets.

Selling of wheat early was led by Clement-Curtis 
and Lamson of the May, while Valentine, Barrell, 
Logan-Bryan, Cutten, and Jackson Bros. sold the 
July. Beach-Wickham and Barrell were early buy- 
ers of the May. 


Corn Rallies After Break. 


Corn prices suffered a sharp decline during the 
early part of the session. From the low point there 
was a recovery of about le, and best prices were 
made near the close. Shorts were good buyers and 
Lamson and commiesion houses were buyers of May 
om the break.

Bear Assault on General List Is

New York, April 14—Pronounced weakness 
developed in the stock market today; with a
